SECTION 2(b) (24° 


~ ssi de 10 U.S.C... 576 provides that any Army officer 
who accepta a civil office gnhall cease to be an officer 
of. the. Army, and his. cormission vacated.. This statute 
is explicit, and specific exception should be made in 
the ‘preposed Tegislation. Wote that there is ne such 
blanket prohibition on Navy officers, and consequently 
*no statute is cited for them.

ls 2. The Fereigen Service Act of 1946 permits assign~ 
ment. of. Foreign ‘Service officers to other agencies, but 
'. Makes special provision for assignment to the Department = 
of gtate, which to cur nind makes unclear the individual's ~~

specific exception was again made to prevent confuston.

a . This section is intended to permit employment cf 
any. retired officer of the named services. For this
